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A VISIT TO THE U. S. MINT IN 1812 

By R. H. WILLIAMSON, Milan, Italy 

The late Frank H. Stewart^ ^ more research on the history of 
the First U. S. Mint than any other person. His detailed study of this 
early period disclosed only one written record of a visitor at the First 
Mint during its 40 years of operation, 1792-1832. That visitor was 
George Escoll Sellers who grew up in Philadelphia almost in the shadow 
of “Ye Olde Mint” at 37-39 North Seventh Street. It is known that 
visitors were permitted at the First Mint, but Stewart believed that in 
its day it “did not attract more attention . . . than the street pump in 
the well almost in front of it.” It would be most interesting to learn if 
any of the foreign visitors and other “very important people” who were 
given presentation sets of First Mint proof coins kept diary notes of their 
impressions of the tour through the building.

Sellers’ recorded visit took place in 1812 when he was a boy of only 
four years. He waited until he was 85 years of age before publication 
of this experience. Remarkably, his memory seems to have been 
undimmed. 

This unique, intimate view of the early Mint employees at work 
in the old brick building appeared serially in an article entitled “Early 
Engineering Reminiscences — The United States Mint.” It was published 
in New York during 1893 in the newspaper-size weekly magazine 
American Machinist,^ whose masthead then described it as a “Journal 
for Machinists, Engineers, Founders, Boiler Makers, Pattern Makers and 
Blacksmiths.” 

This series of articles also covered many subjects concerning the 
machinery for steam coinage at the Second Mint at Philadelphia as well 
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as the starting of the first branch mints at Charlotte and Dahlonega. 
However, so little factual knowledge is at hand about our First Mint, 
that it is believed present-day numismatists will welcome the following 
directly-quoted extracts on that subject from Mr. Sellers’ series of 
articles. (The original published material is not easy to locate today.) 

“Naturally, as the capital of the United States at the time, the first 
mint was located in the city of Philadelphia, and few realize how the 
humble beginning from which the greater mints of the country have 
sprung. The old U. S. Mint in Philadelphia was on the east side of 
Seventh Street, on one of those areas called in Philadelphia a city block, 
these blocks being bounded on their four sides by the principal streets, 
and perhaps subdivided into smaller blocks by alleys or courts. The 
particular block in question was between Sixth and Seventh streets on 
the east and west and Market and Arch on the south and north, and in 
point of fact the building was about midway of the block on the corner 
of a small street named Sugar Alley, which ran from Sixth to Seventh 
streets, bisecting the block. The building used for the mint had very 
much the appearance of an ordinary three-story brick dwelling house 
of that period, the back building and yard extending on the alley. In a 
rear room, facing on the alley, with a large, low-down window opening 
into it, a fly press stood; that is a screw-coining press mostly used for 



striking the old copper cents. Through this window the passersby in 
going up and down the alley could readily see the bare-armed vigorous 
men swinging the heavy end-weighted balanced lever that drove the 
screw with sufficient force so that by the momentum of the weighted 
ends this quick-threaded screw had the power to impress the blank and 
thus coin each piece.^ They could see the rebound or recoil of these end 
weights as they struck a heavy wooden spring beam, driving the lever 



back to the man that worked it; they could hear the clanking of the 
chain that checked it at the right point to prevent its striking the man, 
all framing a picture very likely to leave a lasting impression, and there 
are no doubt still living many in Philadelphia who can recollect from 
this brief notice the first mint. 
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“The impression made upon me as a boy was the more enduring 
as it was one of almost daily occurrence. The block on which the old 
mint stood, besides being divided by Sugar Alley, had on Sixth street 
near Market the entrance to what was known as Mulberry Court. This 
court extended nearly halfway to Seventh street, and at the head of 
the court was a dwelling house facing the entrance to the court. This 
house separated Mulberry Court from another alley or court that entered 
from Seventh street, known as St. James street. The diiference between 
the terms alley and court in this case was that the name alley was given 
to a narrow street of uniform width, either entirely passing through 
the block or entering it for a short distance, while the term court was 
applied more particularly to a narrow entrance from the main street 
widening into a broader area, around which area the more pretentious 
houses were frequently erected. On the north side of Mulberry Court 
were three dwelling houses, in one of which I first saw the light. The 
lot where stood the house in which I was born cornered with one on 
Sixth street occupied by Mr. Frederick Graff, who followed Latrobe as 
engineer of the Philadelphia water-works, and who designed and con- 
structed the Fairmount water-works; a gateway connected our yards. 
Mr. Graff was one of my father’s most intimate acquaintances, who with 
Dr. Robert Patterson, then in charge of the mint, and Adam Eckfeldt, 
chief coiner,^ were together frequent visitors at our house on the court ; 
it was a clannish neighborhood, gates connecting all our yards, even to 
the yard of the fire-engine shops carried on by Jacob Perkins and my 
father at the end of St. James. From this yard was an opening into 
Sugar Alley, which to us as youngsters had other attractions than the 
coining press, for there stood the little shop of the best molasses candy 
maker in Philadelphia. The house at the end of the court was eventually 
removed, the street being then called St. James street, now Commerce 
street, of which street it is a continuation. 



“One day in charge of my elder brother I stood on tip- toe with my 
nose resting on the iron bar placed across the open window of the coin- 
ing room to keep out intruders, watching the men swing the levers of 
the fly press ; it must have been about noon, for Mr. Eckfeldt came into 
the room, watch in hand, and gave a signal to the men who stopped 
work. Seeing me peering over the bar, he took me by the arms and 
lifted me over it. Setting me down by the coining press, he asked me if 
I did not want to make a cent, at the same time stopping the men who 
had put on their jackets to leave the room. He put a blank planchet 
into my hand, showed me how to drop it in, and where to place my 
hand to catch it as it came out; the lever and weights were swung, and 
I caught the penny as we boys called cents, but I at once dropped it. 
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Mr. Eckfeldt laughed and asked me why I dropped it. Because it was 
hot and I feared it would burn me ; he picked it up and handed it to me, 
then certainly not hot enough to burn ; he asked if it was not cold when 
he gave it to me to drop into the press ; he told me to look and see there 
was no fire, and feel the press that it was cold ; he then told me I must 
keep the cent until I learned what made it hot; then I might if I liked 
spend it for candy.

“When I showed the bright new cent to my father, whom I found 
in his workshop, and asked him to tell me what made it hot, he said he 
would show me; he handed me a common sulphur-tipped match, then 
took up a small rod of copper, told me to feel that it was cold, held its 
end on an anvil, and struck it a few quick sharp blows with a hammer, 
then applied it to the match which I held in my hand, which to my 
amazement was at once ignited; he said, now you have something to 
think about and may be able to understand when you are older; it was 
an object lesson that led to many a train of thought. . . 

“In this rambling dissertation I have not yet done with my first 
coined penny that was to have been kept until I learned the cause of its 
sudden heat. It could not have been many days before I lost it in a 
manner as strongly impressed on my mind as was its coinage. I dropped 
it on a flight of rude heavy stone steps and saw it roll into a hole or 
crevice back of one of the steps, past all hopes of recovery. I was with 
my Grandfather Peale and his wife, visiting a brother of Mrs. Samuel 
Moore, who we were taught to call Uncle Samuel. It was at his flour 
mill on a creek that ran into the Schuylkill some distance above Phila- 
delphia. . 

(Mr. Sellers then tells how, many years later, he re-visited this 
flour mill on business, and remembered losing his copper cent in the 
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crevice between the stone steps. He became interested in recovering it, 
to verify the date of his visit at the Mint.) 

“. . . It was some time before I could locate the spot, but after pull- 
ing up several tufts of grass a hole was exposed that appeared like what 
I recollected of the hole into which the penny had rolled. To make the 
matter certain a crowbar was brought and the step lifted, and there lay 
the once bright cent, thickly coated with the green copper oxide ; it bore 
the date 1812, evidence that I was only about four years of age when 
the picture of its coinage, loss, and the other incidents were so indelibly 
impressed on the storehouse of my brain. 

“The little yard in the rear of the old mint was a very attractive 
place to us youngsters ; its great piles of cordwood, which by the barrow 
load was wheeled into the furnace room and thrust full size in the boiler 
furnace, which to my young eyes appeared to be the hottest place on 
earth. There almost daily was to be seen great lattice-sided wagons of 
charcoal being unloaded, and the fuel stacked under a shed to be used 
in the melting and the annealing furnaces. 

“As I grew older and better able to understand, my interest in all 
the various processes increased, from the fuel yard to the melting room 
to see the pots or crucibles charged with the metals and their fluxes 
placed in the furnaces and the fires started, and when melted to see the 
man with his cage-jawed grasping tongues lift the crucible out of the 
fiery furnace and pour the melted metal into the ingot molds. Then 
the rolling these ingots into strips of sheet metal, splitting and turning 
them into narrow strips by revolving cutting shears. Thinning or point- 
ing the end of the strips by rollers with flatted spaces on them, so that 
the strips can be inserted between the regulated and fixed dies of the 
draw-bench to equalize their thickness as they are seized by a pair of 
nippers or gripping tongues, the hooked handle of which the operator 
at once engages in a link of the constantly traveling chain by which 
the strip is drawn through between the dies, the operator then by hand 
pushed the grippers back into place to take a grip on another strip. 
These strips were fed by hand into the planchet cutting-out presses, and 
it required practice to attain the adroitness to so handle the strips to 
cut them out to the best advantage so as to leave the least metal to be 
returned to the melting pots. Silver planchets by the rolling and draw- 
ing process become too hard for coining without first annealing. Then 
the hand-milling press was a very interesting one to watch, it was rais- 
ing and notching® or lettering the rim of the planchet as a preventive 
against clipping or robbing. This was done by rolling between grooved 
and notched parallel rulers or bars, one being fixed, the other movable 
endways by a pinion working into a rack. The operator after placing 
two planchets one in advance of the other between the parallel bars, then 
by a partial turn of a hand-crank the movable bar is thrust ahead suffi- 
ciently to entirely rotate the planchets, when they are taken out and two 
others put in. Every gold and silver planchet as cut out was passed 
through the hands of an adjuster; if overweight reduced by a file, a 
leather pouch in front of his bench catching the filings ; if too light they 
were returned to the melter. I have no recollection of ever having seen 
the copper planchets for cents being made in the mint, but I have a 
vivid recollection of small iron hooped casks filled with copper planchets 
for cents and half cents. I have the impression that they were imported 
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as copper in that condition and only stamped or coined in the mint. 
These casks were similar to the casks in which card wire was imported 
from England at that period. My object in giving these notes of oper- 
ations of the old mint is that to the general reader the advances from 
the old hand to steam coinage and their importance and value may be 
understood.

“When the present U. S. Mint in Philadelphia"^ was built it was fur- 
nished throughout with entirely new machinery that the old mint might 
be kept in full operation during its construction. The new machinery did 
not diifer in any essential points from the well tried of long service in 
the old, only differing as to amount to meet the requirements in 
increased coinage. With this new machinery we® had nothing to do. I 
felt great interest in the building as it progressed, inasmuch as it was 
under the charge of my friend, J. C. Trautwine, then a pupil of William 
Strickland, its architect. After the new mint went into operation the 
machinery of the old mint was sold under the auctioneer’s hammer, 
mostly by weight as old metal. We® became the purchasers of the rolling 
mill department with its shafting and connected machinery. The hous- 
ings, rolls, etc., did not go into the melting furnace, but were refitted as 
a train of rod rolls and went into service in a Pennsylvania rolling mill.” 

These extracts from Sellers’ Early Engineering Reminiscences con- 
stitute his entire story about the first mint, yet the material here quoted 
is less than a third of the entire series of articles. Students of the history 
of steam coinage at the second mint and the early branch mints will 
enjoy the remainder of the series, available in the original publication.

5. Adam Eckfeldt, 1769-1852 was employed in various capacities at the U. S. 
Mint from 1792 to 1839. He was chief coiner from 1814 to 1839. He started 
the “Mint Cabinet” Collection, now in the Smithsonian Institution. His son 
and grandson also were mint employees, so that there have been Eckfeldts 
at the Mint from the very beginning up until recent years. See Chapter on

6. Sellers’ memory must have erred with regard to “notching” the edges of 
coins by means of a milling machine. The “reeded edge” of a coin, today as 
in 1812, is produced at the moment of striking in the coinage press. The 
pressure of striking causes metal to flow radially outward from the planchet 
to fill uniformly-spaced vertical notches or reeding in a circular collar sur- 
rounding the planchet. Any attempt to apply the reeded edge by the milling 
machine (used to form the lettered edge and raised rim before striking) 
would be certain to result in non-uniformly-spaced reeds at some overlap 
point on the edge. Moreover, such reeds would be flattened during the sub- 
sequent striking of the coin, due to the outward flow of metal toward the 
collar. This latter effect may be observed on First-Mint lettered-edge coins, 
well-struck specimens of which often have the incuse edge-lettering partly 
squashed by pressure against the collar. 

7. The “present U. S. Mint” in 1893 was the second Philadelphia Mint building 
at Juniper and Chestnut Streets.

UNITED STATES POSTAGE AND FRACTIONAL CURRENCY

Before we go into the subject of U. S. fractional currency, please go 
back with me in fancy about eighty years to the early 1870s. My mother 
at that time was a young girl in her teens, whose family conducted a 
general store with their living quarters on the second floor above. She 
used to tell how on winter days and evenings the Civil War soldiers, many 
still wearing their capes of blue, instead of overcoats, would hold forth 
around the wood-burning pot-bellied stoves and spin tales about their 
parts in the war. There was a drawer, she said, beneath a counter con- 
taining ‘‘shin-plasters”- in singles, strips, blocks and sometimes full sheets 
for use in making change with the customers. A pair of shears, attached 
by a cord to a staple in the counter, was used to cut the various denomi- 
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nations from the sheets when occasion arose. In the latter ’70s ‘‘hard” 
money began to supplant the shin-plasters, though for years the paper 
fractional notes were more or less prevalent. 

Records indicate that the first Postage Currency notes were issued 
to army paymasters on August 21, 1862 and then to the public shortly 
after. I have a “first day of issue” 250 Postage Currency note (per- 
forated and without AB Co.) with the date: “August 29, 1862,” pen- 
written on the reverse; also a 100 Postage note, perforated and without 
monogram, first day of issue, with “Sep.9,1862” written on the back. I 
presume the 50 note was issued not long after. Records indicate that the 
500 “Justice Seated” red-back was the first of the “scarlets” to be issued 
(Dec. 5, 1864) on fiber paper, S 2 6 4 on the corners of the reverse and 
autographed by Mr. Colby and Gen. Spinner. In early 1865 the red-back 
Justice note appeared on white bond paper, autographed as above without 
any corner surcharges on the reverse for a short time and then issued 
with A 2 6 5 corner surcharges. It seems that a few sheets on white 
bond paper with S 2 6 4 surcharges were issued before the regular 1865 
sheets and very rare now. Sheets were comprised of 12 notes and it 
appears that each note was signed first by Mr. Colby, Register and then 
by Gen. Spinner, Treasurer, and then sent to be cut. I have in my col- 
lection a 500 Justice red-back, without corner surcharges on the back, 
with Spinner autograph missing. That he did sign the adjoining three 
notes is shown by portions of his signature appearing on the upper left, 
upper right and lower left margins of this note. ' A Justice note with 
Colby autograph missing has been reported. 

The 500 red-back with the Spinner vignette, autographed by Mr. 
Colby and himself, A 2 6 5 on corners of the reverse appeared later in 
1865. In 1869 these notes were signed by Allison and Spinner and in 1875 
a very few by Allison and New. This note has been reported with only 
the Spinner autograph. 

Mr. Jeffries was in office as Register, Oct. 5, 1867-Mar. 15, 1869, and, 
as no 500 Spinner notes are known with his autograph thereon, it is 
surmised that the facsimile Colby-Spinner signature notes were issued 
previous to October 1867 and in such quantity that there was no need for 
the new Register to sign the 500 Spinner notes. The 100 red-back notes 
were autographed in limited quantity, first by Colby and Spinner, and 
then, 1867-8, by Jeffries and Spinner. The facsimile Colby-Spinner 
printed signatures appeared on the 100 notes about this same time. The 
50 Clark and the 250 Fessenden red-backs were issued in printed facsimile 
signature notes only, being followed by the regular green-back notes. 

It has been recognized for years that there is a so-called “light” and 
“dark” curtain 30 Third Issue notes; I wish to call to the attention of 
collectors that this same difference applies to the 100 note. 'Another new 
variety is in regard to the 50 Clark red-back: sometimes a small “pearl” 
is shown just below the “5,” upper right, nestling inside the scroll-work. 

In the old days, most of the collecting of Postage and Fractional cur- 
rency was done by Civil War Veterans and it is from their descendants 
that often a grouping can be obtained. The study of these historical items 
is both fascinating and instructive and though many do not care to go 
into it deeply, I believe that a Type Set of the notes are worthwhile to 
any numismatist. 
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COLONIAL FINANCES IN VERMONT

Acknowledgement: The author, through the kindness of F. C. C. Boyd, was 
permitted to photograph the accompanying specimens of Vermont notes, all of 
which are of the greatest rarity. 

(A paper read before the Philadelphia Coin Club, July, 1950.) 

Despite the brevity of the financial history of Vermont prior to the 
Confederation of the colonies in America, and the dearth of paper and 
metallic emissions of currency requiring numismatic study, this “late- 
comer” to the original thirteen colonies presents a unique illustration of 
financial practices that were then in vogue among the other infant 
States. A studious approach to the subject will reveal causes and effects 
and add support to the claims that the intricate fiscal and financial his- 
tory of the colonies was a most important, if not the most important, 
cause of the American Revolution, a usually drab and lifeless subject too 
much neglected by historians, given to placing emphasis upon military 
exploits, personalities, and but a passing acquaintance with the basic 
monetary principles, although a recent term, “deficit financing,” may be 
a near approach to this drab topic, and be breathing life into a supposed 
lifeless form. 

In Vermont is to be found the case of a colony having but one 
emission of paper currency to its credit, or discredit, depending on the 
view taken in the matter. Exception must be taken with Henry Phillips, 
Jr., whose abbreviated account of this issue of currency stated, “This 
State, the quarta decima stellarum, although it is not generally known, 
fell, but once, into the error, then so prevalent among her sisters, of 
issuing paper money.” The phrase, “fell, but once, into the error,” 
appears a bit too harsh ,to use in studying the real causes for this 
so-called “falling into error,” and endeavor must be made to correct such 
misunderstanding, and present the facts for what they are worth. 

Vermont was not formed into a state until 1777, succeeding a 
loosely-knit government of towns and associated Committees of Safety. 
The legislature consisted of but one House, with a town representation 
therein, the members being elected by the “freemen” of the state, and 
which, by nature was extremely democratic. But the history of Vermont 
began long before that date. 

The Iroquois Indians, quite warlike by character well-known, had 
enlarged their boundaries by conquest to the south and west of Canada, 
their original home; the no-less warlike Algonquins, to the east of Ver- 
mont, were also expanding and the territory between the two tribes had 
nearly lapsed into disuse, save for the periodical conquests, causing the 
security-seeking settlers to scorn that area for the building of their homes 
and rearing of families for more peaceful surroundings. As late as 1767, 
the scattered colonists settled within the disputed territory had been 
forced to raise money to pay Indian claims for indemnities, which was 
in reality more of a tribute than actual claims. 

France was the first claimant of Vermont by right of discovery, 
terming the territory on their maps as “New France.” By 1730, with 
the advent of firearms, the Indians succeeded in discouraging settlers. 
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and by 1759 some established settlements were finally abandoned. Two 
issues were presented which made the colonization of the State finally 
possible, and led up to the noted “New Hampshire Grants,*' preceding 
which, the Dutch to the south and the French on the north were con- 
stantly waging war over the intervening territory, until Major Rogers 
and his Rangers struck the decisive blow against the Indians of St. 
Francis, and was so successful that “he destroyed their power, and took 
away their courage." This, in great measure, ended the Indian forays 
against the colonists, but the other struggle between the whites them- 
selves continued to fiare up from time to time.

This second issue, the conflict of jurisdiction between the governors 
of New Hampshire and New York, was finally submitted to the King for 
disposal. Massachusetts also became entangled in the disputes for her 
own reasons. In 1761, immigration became more active from Connecticut 
and Massachusetts, and the conflict continued until 1771, when in July, 
a posse of 400 men led by the Sheriff of Albany, New York, Ten Eyck, 
entered the territory to fight off other contenders for the land, but 
strangely not a shot was fired, and Vermont historians agree that here 
was the genesis of the future state. The citizens of Bennington, in town 
meeting, had decided that nothing should be surrendered to the disputants 
until the King had passed upon the rights involved, and to protect them- 
selves caused the formation of the “Green Mountain Boys," commanded 
by Colonel Seth Warner. 

Following a later series of bloody skirmishes, and the gradual clari- 
fication in the colonists’ minds of the “casus belli" regarding the civil 
liberties as understood by the town meetings and the well-known English 
system of feudal landlords, a meeting was held in the “Meeting House,"

at Windsor, June 4, 1777, and the new state was dubbed ‘'Vermont/' 
Official history hesitates to state the exact origin of the word, but it is 
believed to have been the result of Champlain’s exclamation, “Voila les 
Verts Monts,” when he caught sight of the mountains for the first time. 
There was a reader to Marie Antionette, the Abbe de Vermont, and later 
St. John de Crevecoeur who wrote to Ethan Allen, in 1785, asking that 
the several counties receive French names, and that Vermont was 
entirely French in origin.

If trouble is taken to investigate, the causes why the young state of 
Vermont was unable to strike paper money of its own quite naturally 
appear. Economic conditions had not yet progressed beyond the level 
of barter much later than was evident in the other colonies, as there 
were literally not enough people to use any such money in transacting 
their acquisition and disposal of everyday necessities which they required. 

Throughout Vermont’s history until the Union was formed, the 
colony was racked by dispute over her territory, and the threatened par- 
tition and dissolution among neighboring states was met by the annex- 
ation of 35 New Hampshire towns, on April 5, 1781, and on June 15, of 
12 contiguous districts in New York, formerly claimed by New Hamp- 
shire, and known as the “East and West Unions.” These boundaries were 
installed and insisted upon by Ethan Allen and agreed to by the British. 
The annexed towns promptly sent representatives to the Vermont legis- 
lature and the independence of the state was unquestionably maintained. 
Following this action, the militia was immediately mobilized once more, 
and Congress was only too glad to accept any support they could muster 
from Philadelphia. 
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By an order of the Assembly, meeting in Windsor, February, 1781, 
Vermont finally made an emission of paper money in seven denomina- 
tions, 1 sh., 1 sh.6d., 2 sh.6d., 5 sh., 10 sh., and £3. The notes were printed 
by Spooner and Green at Westminster, and the issue was made “for the

purpose of carrying on the war and the general enlargement of the paper 
currency,” authorized in the sum of £25,155, in equal amounts of all 
denominations. Mr. Phillips, in his article on the same subject, mentioned 
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before, in his verbal description of the notes themselves, stated that the 
final phrase on the obverse of the notes were the words ‘‘Andover, May, 
1781.” In reality the notes bore the phrase, “Windsor, February, 1781,” 
and may be observed from the accompanying illustrations.

The committee appointed consisted of Mathew Lyon, Edward Harris, 
and Edward Stiles, and the signers known to sign the notes themselves 
were T. Porter, E. Walbridge, Jno. Fasset, each note being signed by any 
two of the three authorized signers. 

The notes stated that the possessor of the bills should be paid by the 
Treasurer of the State, the printed amount, in Spanish milled dollars, etc. 
To meet the anticipated expense of redemption, a tax of Ish.Sd., on the 
pound, was levied upon the citizenry and their property assets. The notes 
were supposed to be redeemed in the entire amount of the emission, and 
but very few are known to exist today, accounting for their great rarity. 

The financial condition of Vermont at the termination of the Revolu- 
tion was ideal. She owed nothing, while her associates were deeply and 
inexorably involved in the ruinous infiation of the popular medium of 
exchange that appeared to cure all financial ills of whatever nature. The 
State, at the time of admission, had settled claims with New York, paying 
$30,000; had paid the troops raised within the borders to defend the 
colony; and included in its frame of government the coinage of money; 
a post office department, established in 1783, under a postmaster general, 
and possessed the activities of a sovereign republic. Vermont’s financial 
system had been devised by Ira Allen. Money was first raised by con- 
fiscation of the estates of the royalists; afterwards by a constitutional 
taxation. In 1787, Allen’s account as Treasurer had been audited. The 
State’s governmental revenue from March, 1777, to October, 1786, inclu- 
sive, was £327,947-9s-ld. total. No wonder, eventually, that overtures for 
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union -were made by the Continental Congress. Strange as it may seem 
to any liberty-loving person, the Vermont Constitution was never sub- 
mitted to the citizens for a vote of acceptance by them. 

The provision of minting its own coinage was exercised in 1785, 
when Vermont became the first to issue regular coinage in copper, and 
permission was given to Reuben Harmon, Jr., of Rupert, Vt., to coin 
such coppers, on June 15, 1785, and to continue for two years from the 
first of July following. Mr. Harmon had already procured a quantity of 
copper suitable for coinage, and had, perhaps, intended to manufacture 
coins without proper authority, but he had no difficulty in securing 
approval for his project by the general assembly, and a committee was 
appointed to cooperate with him in the details of the undertaking. He 
was required to give bond in the amount of £5,000 for the faithful per- 
formance of his contract, and no coin made by him was to weigh less 
than Vs oz. troy weight.

After much expense in building, Harmon succeeded in getting his 
mint into operation. The factory contained a furnace for melting the 
copper, machinery for rolling the bars, cutting machines, and machines 
for stamping, which was done by means of an iron screw, attached to 
heavy beams above, and moved by hand with the aid of ropes. Sixty 
coppers per minute could be stamped, although thirty was the usual 
number. 

The coins thus issued from this mint were of the following descrip- 
tion: Obv., a sun rising from behind hills, and a plough in the fore- 
ground; Legend, VERMONT-ENSIUM RES PUBLICA, 1786. On the 
Rev., a radiated eye, surrounded by 13 stars; Legend, QUARTA DECIMA 
STELLA. 
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In October, 1786, Harmon, on the grounds that in the short time 
granted, he would be unable to indemnify himself in expenses incurred 
from the outset of his enterprise, applied for an extension of his privi- 
lege for eight more years from July, 1787. The Assembly, using certain 
regulations, granted this permission and the coins were to weigh not less 
than 4 pennyweights and 15 grains each, and were to bear the following 
devices: on one side, a head, with the motto AUCTORITATE VER- 
MONTENSIUM, abridged, and on the reverse, a woman and the letters 
INDE. ET LIB. A few half cents were also issued under this authority. 
On June 7, 1787, Harmon united with eight partners, and then two other 
men joined the group to mint the copper coins. It is believed that one 
of the partners, William Coley, of New York, who had been a goldsmith 
there, but had moved to Rupert, cut the dies and otherwise assisted in 
striking the coins. How long the Vermont coins were actually struck is 
not known, or the actual number, and it is improbable that any other 
type coins were struck at the Rupert mint. For the privilege granted to 
Harmon, he was required after three years of the eight had expired, to 
pay into the Treasury of the state 21 / 2 % of the amount of the copper 
coin he should manufacture during the remainder of the term. The first 
three years he was obliged to make no payment whatsoever.

At the time the British in Canada were carrying on negotiations 
with the leading politicians in Vermont, in an almost successful effort 
to wean the colony away from its neighbors and to make it a Crown 
dependency, coppers were issued having on the obverse (1), a bust of 
George III, and the legend, VERMON AUCTORI, and on the reverse. 
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the figure of Britannia; and (2), obv., a bust of George III, VTS., and 
on the rev., a figure of Britannia, legend not intelligible. These coins 
were usually struck over English half-pence. Many varieties of the 
Vermont coins thus briefly described exist, affording interesting study 
to the collector. 

Although the financial history of Vermont during the colonial period 
is, as already stated, extremely brief, it appeared necessary to present 
considerable history of the colony, apparently unrelated to the science 
of numismatics, in an effort to correct any misunderstanding over the 
expression, “fell, but once, into the error.” Vermont issued the money 
of necessity to protect and further a sound government, and every cent 
(or penny) of indebtedness incurred by the colony was repaid in full. 
Her early struggle, and later difficulties in attaining the status of state- 
hood, was not easy, and operating under serious handicap she was able 
to emerge finally as a symbol of integrity and democratic government, 
of which, we, as Americans, may justly- be ever proud.

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CHINESE ‘^SPADE COIN DESIGN” COINS 
ISSUED SINCE 1936

Since 1936 the Chinese Nationalist government has issued a number 
of copper, brass, nickel, and aluminum minor coins in addition to the 
flood of inflated paper money and the more recent silver dollars that 
were minted in the United States. Unlike many of the previous issues 
of Chinese coins nearly all of these recent minor ones were minted for 
general circulation throughout the country and not for speciflc provinces 
only. They are all characterized by the Spade Coin (Pu) design on one 
side and the Kuomintang insignia or the bust of Dr. Sun Yat-sen on 
the other.

No silver coins of this series were issued; the last silver dollars 
(Yuan) having been issued in 1934, followed by the demonetization of 
silver in 1935. Silver did, however, continue to circulate in a so-called 
black market, being exchanged for inflated paper after World War II. 
Token one dollar and half-dollar silver coins were ordered from the San 
Francisco mint in 1938 but were not issued and a flfty-cents (half Gold 
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Yuan) silver coin was minted in Shanghai in 1948 but never issued. The 
silver dollars minted in 1949 were dated 23rd year of the Republic of 
China (1934) and cannot be readily distinguished from the earlier issues. 

The changed design of the Chinese coins was one result of the cur- 
rency reform program proclaimed in November 1935 — a reform badly 
needed and coming at a time when the Chinese Communists had retired 
to the far northwest and the Japanese were attempting to further upset 
the Chinese economy without actual war. A managed currency was con- 
sidered the solution since silver stocks had almost disappeared as a result 
of the U. S. silver purchase activities.

All remaining silver in China was nationalized and ordered to be 
exchanged for banknotes of the four currency issuing banks. Minor coins, 
which were to exchange on a true decimal basis, without discount, were 
a part of the reform program. The plan succeeded but the war with 
Japan, beginning in 1937, and the subsequent retreat to western China 
brought on an inflation that by 1943 made coins unusable. In 1948 when 
the Gold Yuan was introduced in a vain attempt to halt inflation, and 
small change notes were put in circulation, a decimal coinage was pro- 
posed and the old coins again appeared and were accepted. Before the 
continued inflation ruined the Gold Yuan system a one cent copper coin, 
copied from the earlier designs, was issued and quickly disappeared. The 
intrinsic value of this one cent coin was greater than its face value on 
the first day of issue. 

The dominant design characteristic of these coins is the figure of 
the ancient spade shaped coin, the Pu coin of three thousand years ago, 
issued during the Chow Dynasty of China. The Pu coin was revived by 
Emperor Wang Mang about 7 A.D. and even today frequently represents 
money or wealth in signs or token awards. The Chinese Victory Medal 
issued to U. S. enlisted men who were in China during World War II was 
shaped like an ancient Pu coin.

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The circular border surrounding the spade coin design on most of 
these pieces is an endless line diaper known as a meander or key-pattern. 
It is adapted from ancient bronze or pottery relics and may be traced to 
early pictographs representing clouds and thunder. The Chinese some- 
times call it the “thunder pattern.'* One variety of meander known as 
the T-pattern is represented in the borders of the 1 Hsien and 2 Hsien 
brass coins of 1939, listed below. 

The twelve-pointed sun on the coins that do not bear the bust of 
Sun Yat-sen is part of the “Blue Sky and White Sun" emblem of the 
Kuomintang, adopted in 1924 from the original nine-pointed sun of Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen's revolutionary party. The twelve points represent the 
Twelve Terrestrial Branches of the Chinese calendar Cycle of Sixty and 
these Branches repeating in the calendar go on and on without end. Thus, 
the sun and the endless line j)erhaps symbolize China going on and on 
forever. 

The following is a list, in chronological order without regard to 
type of metal, of the spade coin design coins minted for China. The first 
portion of the list is of the coins actually put into circulation — coins that 
any collector might reasonably expect to find and add to his own collec- 
tion. The second portion lists the many patterns and experimental pieces 
that were not issued and are rarely found. These are of interest to 
specialists and although they are of numismatic value they should not 
properly be called coins.

A SCANDINAVIAN SKETCH 

By BENJAMIN F. SMITH, A.N.A. 14286, Detroit, Mich. 

The earliest Norwegian inscribed currencies bearing the name of 
Hakon were modeled solely on Anglo-Saxon types of coins. There is no 
doubt as to the type of the first inscribed coinage of Norway; it is an 
imitation of the Crux issue of Aethelred II of England. The name Crux 
is taken from the letters of that word on the angles of the cross on the 
reverse. This type was probably issued in 989 A.D. Communication 
between Norway and the north of England was constant at this time, 
for extensive colonies of Norsemen had been founded in the north of Eng- 
land, as well as in the west coast of Scotland, and in Ireland, so the Crux 
type of Aethelred II would be well known in Norway for some years 
before Hakon the Bad was dispossessed of his kingdom by Olaf Trygveson 
in 995 A.D. 

A critical examination of the early coins of the north of Europe 
shows that the sovereigns of the various countries introduced, in the last 
decade of the tenth century, monetary systems all based on the Crux 
type. This is the type of coin in which the first great tribute payment 
of A.D. 991 was given to the invading Vikings, and it would seem that 
on the plunder being taken to the home countries, the idea of introduc- 
ing native currencies was engendered. Thus it came about that Sweyn 
Tveskjag, King of Denmark 986-1014, and Olaf Skotkunung, King of 
Sweden 995-1022 both started coinages based on this type.

Olaf Trygveson plundered all along the Scottish and English coasts, 
and finally met Sweyn of Denmark in the year 994. They came to London 
with 94 ships and besieged the city without success, whereupon they 
ravaged the country far and wide until again bought off with money. 
Olaf’s cruise came to an end in 994 and the following year he sailed to 
Norway and made himself king there by his conquest of Hakon the Bad. 
The first regular Danish coinage dates from Cnut’s reign, and English 
moneyers worked for him in several Danish towns. English civilization 
and culture struck root in Denmark. Cnut married into the Anglo-Saxon 
dynasty by taking Emma, the widow of Ethelred II as his wife. He 
died Nov. 12th, 1035. His contemporaries called him Cnut the Mighty, 
ruler as he was of England, Southern Scotland, Denmark, Norway, and 
the Slavonic lands along the south coast of the Baltic. His Anglo- 
Scandinavian Empire crumbled after his death. The greatest of Danish 
Kings, he has only his equals in Alfred the Great, and Elizabeth as 
ruler of England. Olaf Scotkonung of Sweden also employed English 
moneyers from Lincoln, one issue bearing the moneyer’s name of Godpine 
or Godwine. The silver pennies of Norway and Sweden were nearly dou- 
ble the weight of the Danish pennies of this period, generally scaling 32 
to 33 grains troy. 

Long before the Christian era in Sweden (1060 A.D.), Swedish 
Vikings made themselves masters of the Eastern Baltic, establishing 
settlements on the south coast of Finland. Then, about the year 1150 
A.D. Sweden elected Eric IX as King, while Sverker I continued to rule 
over Gothland only until Christmas of 1156. Eric IX showed a burning 
zeal in spreading Christianity. Henry, the first Bishop of Uppsala, accom- 
panied by Eric, defeated the heathen Finlanders, and compelled them to 
be baptized. Bishop Henry, with Swedish settlers, remained in Finland, 
and became their Patron Saint. Finland remained under Swedish rule 
until the year 1809. 

An improved coinage, employing portraits as well as other types, 
was introduced by Waldemar of Sweden (1250-1275 A.D.). On the coin- 
age of Magnus IV of Norway (1263 A.D.), we first encounter the lion 
holding the axe or hatchet in its claws. This ancient design is rather 
similar to the emblem used on the current modern coins of Finland. 
Eric IV of Denmark (1241-1250) was called ploughpenny, because he 
levied a tax on every ploughshare in the kingdom, to defray expenses of 
a Crusade to Esthonia. He was murdered by his brother Abel in 1250, 
of whom a contemporary says, ‘'Abel only by name; by deed, Cain.” 

Norway and Denmark were incorporated with Sweden and the 
Duchy of Finland by the treaty of Calmar in 1397 A.D., under Margaret 
as regent for Eric XIII of Pomerania. That event proved of unforeseen 
importance, as Danish preponderance led to a revolt. Sweden remained, 
during a lengthy period, under the Government of Administrator who 
exercised the right of independent coinage. Karl Knutson Bonde assumed 
the title of King in 1448, and the Union of Calmar was dissolved in 1450. 

The first known dated coin of Denmark was issued under John, 
reading: loh’s Dei Gra. Rex Danor, lussit Me Fieri, An. 1496. The first 
Daler was issued 1513, and the first Crowns of Sweden were the rare 
thick Dalers of Sten Sture II, which were issued in 1512. In 1523, com- 
menced the reign of the celebrated Vasa Dynasty, during which Gustavus 
Vasa issued the Riksdalers. 
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In 1581, King John III of Sweden granted Finland the rank of a 
Grand Duchy to indicate his appreciation of the Finns' loyalty to Sweden 
during the numerous conflicts with Russia. This favor assured Sweden 
of further Finnish support. The earliest notes on Finland show that the 
Dukes of Finland and Sodermanland struck a square four mark piece at 
Wadstena, East Gothland, while they were in a revolt against Eric XIV. 
The three- Crowns in the Arms of Sweden typify the three saints: 
Balthazar, Gaspard, and Melchior. After the union of Kalmar was dis- 
solved in 1450, Denmark continued to use Sweden's three Crowns as late 
as 1588-1648, and Sweden retaliated by using Denmark's three Lions 
during 1563-1570. 

In 1632 there appeared the well-known Post-Humus Riksdaler of 
Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden. The money of his immediate prede- 
cessors, and his own earlier coinage is, with the exception of the Salvator 
type, very rare; although there was a fairly abundant coinage of Chris- 
tina, daughter of Gustavus, with full face and profile portraits with her 
natural hair or a wig of elaborate proportions. 

In the reign of Charles XII of Sweden, such was the waste of the 
national wealth, caused by the insane mania for military glory of this 
prince, that in 1709, Swedish silver was called in and copper was issued 
from the same dies. Baron de Goertz endeavoured to supply the de- 
ficiency by issuing copper coins bearing the heads of Saturn, Jupiter, 
etc., which were ordered to pass for dollars, a political experiment for 
which the unfortunate projector was eventually brought to the execution 
block. 

In all the six centuries of Finland's subordination to Sweden, there 
was never any very long period of peace, until the climax Swedish- 
Russian war of 1808-1809 brought about the capitulation of the Swedish 
army, and the signing of the peace of Frederikshamn, September 17, 
1809, whereby Sweden recognized sovereignty over Finland. On the 1st 
day of January, 1813, Danish Bank Notes had sunk in value to l/14th 
of their face value. Denmark was in a state of bankruptcy. 

Meanwhile, the new Crown Prince of Sweden, Charles John Berna- 
dotte, had induced Alexander I of Russia to help him win Norway as a 
compensation for the loss of Finland. Norway suffered from famine, and 
discontent was rife. Separatist tendencies were voiced openly, and by 
the Treaty of Kiel in January of 1814, Norway was ceded to Sweden. 

In 1856, Oscar I of Sweden changed the basis of the coinage by the 
monetary concordat of 1872, and the three northernmost states of Eu- 
rope adopted a uniform system and basis founded on the Krona, which 
is still in use at the present time. Finland’s own monetary system was 
introduced in 1861 by Alexander II of Russia. The initial issue was 1 
Pennia ; 50 Penni ; and 1 Markkaa. In February, 1905, Norway broke off 
the last negotiations with Sweden about a separate Consular service, and 
its new ministry deliberately prepared the disruption of the Union. The 
cabinet ministers resigned, Oscar II refused to accept their resignations, 
all the ministers stuck to their resignations, and at a special meeting of 
the Storthing on June 7th, 1905, it was announced that “as King Oscar II 
has announced that he is unable to form a Government, he has thereby 
ceased to reign." In this strange way the Union of 91 years was dissolved. 
In the first year of his reign, Oscar II of Sweden adopted the motto “The 
Welfare of Two Sister Nations" (Broadrafalkens Val) ; in 1906, follow- 
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ing the dissolution of the Union, the coinage of Sweden bore a new motto: 
“The Welfare of Sweden” (Sveriges Val). 

The Russian revolution of 1917 was the signal for Finnish inde- 
pendence. After it became evident that the revolution would continue, 
and that the Bolshevist would remain in control, Finland declared herself 
independent of Russia. The issues of that year still carry the Russian 
double-headed eagle, but minus the Crowns, and are rather scarce. For 
the 1918 issue, the Finnish Republic introduced the coat of arms having 
the lion on a sword.

VI. Poland 

The tribes along the Vistula river in what is modern Poland were 
converted to Christianity in the 10th century. Boleslaus I (992-1025) 
built up a huge realm and assumed the royal title. His successors bat- 
tled Tatars, Bohemians, Lithuanians, and Cossacks to maintain their 
position. Civil war raged after the death of Louis the Great of Poland 
and Hungary in 1382, but was settled finally when Louis’s daughter 
Jadwiga was recognized as queen of Poland and married to Jagello, duke 
of Lithuania, who became king. The Lithuanian line came to an end at 
the death of Sigismund II in 1572. After the reigns of Henry, duke of 
Anjou (1573-74) and Stephen Bathory, prince of Transylvania (1575-86) 
— the Polish throne was elective, the ruler being chosen by the diet — the 
king of Sweden Sigismund III became king of Poland (1587-1632) and 
inaugurated a Swedish line which lasted through his two sons until 1668. 

A period of political corruption followed, abetted by the stupid 
“liberum veto’’ which required unanimous consent to pass any law in the 
diet. Michael Wisniowiecki (1669-1674) was in Habsburg pay, and 
John III Sobieski (1674-1696), though the hero of the great defense of 
Vienna against the Turks in 1683, was overly infiuenced by French 
intrigues. 

The successful candidate among the eighteen would-be successors 
of the late king was Friedrich Augustus, elector of Saxony, who was 
crowned Augustus II in 1697. The great northern war involving Sweden, 
Denmark, and Russia completely despoiled Poland, and during the period 
of Swedish victory Charles XII of Sweden maintained Stanislaus 
Leszczynski on the throne of Poland as king (1704-1709). The end of the 
war saw Poland a ruined state, and at his death in 1733 Augustus had 
in no way succeeded in compensating his adopted country for its great 
losses. 

Stanislaus Leszczynski, who had become father-in-law of the French 
king Louis XV and prospective duke of Lorraine, with French aid was 
re-elected king, but Polish malcontents with Russian aid drove him out 
and substituted the son of Augustus II, Friedrich Augustus of Saxony, 
who became Augustus III (1733-1763). The reign marks a period of 
conflict between the Czartoryskis, a leading Polish family patriotically 
desirous of reforming and strengthening Poland, to whom the king left 
the management of the kingdom, and other noble Polish families jealous 
of their powers. Nothing was accomplished, and by the end of the reign 
all Poland’s enemies were principally concerned with maintaining the 
anarchial state then existing in the nation. 

Russia and Prussia had determined on Stanislaus II Poniatowski 
(1764-1795) as the best agent available to carry out their wishes and he 
was duly elected. Parliament, actually browbeaten by Russian troops in 
the capital, gave in to every regulation to weaken Poland, and the begin- 
ning of the end approached. Prussia and Austria, fearful of Russia’s 
stranglehold on Poland, finally came to terms with her, and in 1772 came 
the first partition wherein all three powers helped themselves to a slice 
of Polish territory. One-fourth of the land and one-fifth of the popula- 
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tion were lost. Under the shock of the partition and after the death of 
Friedrich the Great in 1786, Poland seemed for a few years to steady 
and grow stronger. In 1791 by devious means a modern constitution 
changing the state into a liberal hereditary monarchy was pushed 
through. Russian troops invaded under the instigation of Polish con- 
spirators who formed a confederation at Targowica in the Ukraine 
aimed at overthrowing the new constitution. Prussia backed out of her 
commitments to the new state, and the little Polish army faced the Rus- 
sian invaders bravely and successfully for a few months. But the gov- 
ernment and king fearful of any prolonged success capitulated and the 
old constitution was restored. The liberals fled abroad. Russian troops 
occupied much of eastern Poland, and the Prussians fearful of Russia’s 
swallowing the whole country marched into Great Poland. The second 
partition of 1793 followed, with Prussia and Russia dividing the spoils. 
One-third only remained. The Polish patriotic government in Leipzig 
fought on. Kosciuszko proclaimed a national insurrection at Cracow in 
1794. Initial successes were turned into eventual defeats by internal dis- 
sension and the masses of Russian troops. The three neighboring powers 
in their greed divided what remained of the territory, and Poland as a 
nation ceased to exist in 1796.

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VII. Courland 

Courland, comprising parts of modern Latvia and Lithuania, came 
under the influence of the Teutonic Knights and Anally in 1561 under 
Polish protection. The Grand Master of the Order, Gotthard Kettler, at 
this time took the title of duke of Courland, and the title remained in 
the family until their extinction in 1737. 

At that time the Tzarina Anna of Russia, who had married and 
been widowed by an earlier Kettler duke, put pressure on the Estates 
of the duchy and had her favorite, Ernst Johann Biron, a one-time groom 
of another earlier Kettler duke, elected to the vacant position. His for- 
tunes fell on the death of the Tzarina. He was arrested, tried, sentenced 
to be executed, banished to Siberia, and Anally released under surveil- 
lance. In 1762 the Tzarina Catherine II restored him to his title and 
duchy. He abdicated in 1769 and was succeeded by his son Peter (born in 
1724). Peter reigned through the troublesome times of the partitions of 
Poland, and at the flnal one in 1795 the duchy passed completely under 
Russian sovereignty and the duke abdicated in favor of the Tzarina and 
retired to his German estates.

THE PUERTO RICAN COFFEE PLANTATION TOKENS

Nearly every country in the world has at one time or another experi- 
enced a shortage of minor coins or small change. Quite often this lack 
of a subsidiary coinage is remedied by private citizens who issue, in their 
own names or in firm names, a token coinage usually in base metals. 
Many substitutes such as paper, cardboard, wood, leather, copper, tin, 
lead, zinc, galvanized iron, etc., are used for this necessity coinage. As a 
result these tokens are rather common in appearance having the issuer’s 
name, the value, and the location with very little attempts at ornamen- 
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tation. These tokens are known by various names, the most common 
being “hard times tokens, “ “Civil War tokens,” “store cards,” “hacienda 
tokens,” “fichas” and “riles.” 

Puerto Rico was no exception and during the last century experi- 
enced a decided scarcity of small change which became acute in the last 
quarter of the century. This led to the issuing by merchants and plan- 
tation owners of a series of store cards and hacienda tokens. In this 
article the store cards will be omitted and only the tokens, locally known 
as “riles,” issued by the owners of coffee plantations will be considered 
as these latter form a unique series which will be found in no other 
country of the world. The point at which the coffee plantation token 
varies from the normal is in the denomination which is in ALMUDES 
(singular almud). The almud is a dry measure and is equivalent to 
approximately five American gallons. They also come in FANEGAS, 
REALES, CENTAVOS, and JORNAL DIARIO. A fanega is 12 almudes 
and a jornal diario is a day’s work. I have been informed that some of 
them were in CHAVOS also but as none of them showing this denomina- 
tion have come to my attention this denomination will not be included. 
(One peso equalled 100 centavos or 80 chavos.) 

While similar to the hacienda tokens of Mexico and other Latin- 
American republics, the tokens of the Puerto Rican coffee plantation 
differed in that they were accepted by storekeepers and individuals alike 
at their face value. The Mexican and other hacienda tokens were usually 
good only at the ranch commissaries and not in the neighboring cities 
and villages. Coffee is a mountain crop but must be harvested when it 
is ready and thus the plantation owners did not require a large staff 
of employees continuously. This necessitated transient labor who could 
not be compelled to work for goods alone. Therefore storekeepers in 
all parts of Puerto Rico were paid to accept them and return them to 
the owners for redemption. As the owners of the coffee plantations 
were wealthy men there were very few, if any, of these tokens defaulted. 
Their final downfall came directly after the war of Liberation from Spain 
when the country was overrun by bands of marauders who pillaged and 
burned and robbed. Among their depredations was the theft of many 
of the tokens which were then presented for payment. This bank- 
rupted many of the planters and brought about the destruction of all of 
the remaining tokens which accounts for their present scarcity. It will 
be noted that many of the plantation owners have Italian sounding 
names. However many of the early planters were immigrants from the 
island of Corsica who were French citizens but were of Italian extraction. 

It is not known exactly when the first coffee plantation tokens were 
issued as not many of them are dated. However we will not be far off 
if we assume 1880 to mark the first issues. Their termination was 
approximately 1900. 

It might not be amiss at this point to inject a little geography into 
this article as there are various name places found on the tokens under 
discussion. Puerto Rico is divided into seven districts which correspond 
approximately to states in the United States. These districts are: (1) 
San Juan, (2) Ponce, ( 3 ) Mayaguez, (4) Aguadilla, (5) Arecibo, (6) 
Guayama and (7) Humacao. The districts are in turn divided into 
municipios of which there are 76 and correspond roughly to counties. 
Only the municipios which are mentioned on the tokens in this article 
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will be given here. These are: Adjuntas, Caguas, Ciales, Jayuya, Lares, 
Las Marias, Maricao, Ponce, Utuado, and Yauco. The municipios are in 
turn divided into barrios of which we have the following: La Torre, Rio 
Prieto, Bartolo and Espino in the municipio of Lares; Guilarte, Jahueca 
and Portillo in Adjuntas; Cialitos in Ciales; Mogotes in Yauco; Bucara- 
bones in Las Marias; Bermesos in Ponce, and Roncador in Utuado. 
Indiera is a part of barrio Bartolo and Barranco a part of barrio Pueblo, 
both in the municipio of Lares. If you look up the word “barrio” in your 
dictionary you will find it defined as a city ward, however, in Puerto 
Rico this is not the case. A “barrio” is a much larger area of land and 
quite often contains an entire city. In that case it is generally called 
“barrio poblacion” and is always surrounded by other barrios. 

As stated before in this article it is the writer’s intention to describe 
only the tokens of the coffee plantations. But as there are many which 
do not carry the designation of plantation it is possible that other tokens 
have been included. If any of the following tokens do not belong in this 
category the writer would appreciate its being called to his attention.

ABBREVIATIONS ON ROMAN COINS 

The legends and inscriptions of Roman coins, as well imperial as consular, 
present many particularities, in the shape of abbreviations, monograms, and 
isolated letters, open to research, and susceptible of various explanations. The 
ancients, indeed, both Greeks and Romans, in order to bring their monetal 
inscriptions within the smallest space, adopted the use of siglae, monogram- 
matic and conjoined letters. At first these were confined to proper names. 
Subsequently, they were employed to signify titles of authority and of dignity, 
and made to stand for certain words and for certain phrases. It is this objec- 
tionable custom of employing abbreviations in writing, which renders the 
explanation of legends, for the most part, so unsatisfactory, and at the same 
time, gives rise to so many false interpretations.

This page is a revival of the page 
of a similar name which was started 
in February, 1948, and we will under- 
take to illustrate and describe some of 
the more interesting American Store 
Cards, Tokens, and similar metallic 
pieces. In starting a revival of this 
series we desire to quote from Dr. B. 
P. Wright’s Article of January, 1898: 

“My object in presenting the 
readers of The Numismatist with 
this list is to awaken interest in 
this much neglected branch of 
numismatics. Nearly every col- 
lector has specimens pushed off 
into some obscure corner, which 
if gotten together would form a 
collection as varied as he can 
desire, endless in variety of 
design, shapes and metals used. 
So rare are some that the 1804 
dollar, a dime of 1802 and the 99 
cent ‘are actually common in com- 
parison.’ ” 

The above paragraphs present the 
views of the current authors. 

It will be observed that at the end 
of the description of each token pre- 
sented will be a classification. This 
classification system will be described 
in an early issue of The Numismatist.

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“Stokes purchased a portion of the 
first Atlantic cable, cut off ^/4 inch in 
thickness and had a suitable die made 
for striking one side, the other side 
showing the arrangement of the 
wires." The Atlantic cable was first 
laid in 1858 but wasn’t put into suc- 
cessful operation until 1866 so that it 
is probable that this piece was issued 
within several years of the cable’s 
completion. This piece is uncommon 
and decidedly out of the ordinary.

These two tokens seem to form 
companion pieces illustrating early

This reverse was 
also used on the Currier and Greeley 
token of Boston, and other cards all 
of which are very rare. This token 
is undoubtedly very rare as very few 
pieces of these mules appear to have 
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been struck. Period of issue probably 
around 1855.

An ordinary bil- 
liard cue and nine balls, one black, 
four red, and four white are used . . . 
The black ball having been placed on 
the upper spot, the players ‘string’ for 
the lead, the winner being the one 
who plays his ball into the highest 
hole.” 

Adams also lists as 19 another piece 
similar to the above but was not used 
with the Bagatelle Tables. Issued 
about 1870.

obedience to the Divine law of justice, 
which is represented by the bar (on 
which is the All-seeing Eye) that 
extends through and includes all forms 
of life.” — Numismatist 1901, page 273. 

This is an interesting and historical 
token which we believe to be rather 
scarce. This scarcity is mainly due 
to the very early use of aluminum in 
this coin which in 1885 was rather 
costly.

The winners of the competition for 
the best design for the reverse of 
Canada’s 1951 commemorative 50 
piece have now been announced. 
Details of this competition have been 
given previously in this column. The 
winner of the first prize of $1,000 was 
Stephen Trenka, Thornhill, Ontario. 
His winning design was a representa- 
tion of a nickel refinery, with “CAN- 
ADA” above, “NICKEL” and the dates 
“1751-1951” at the upper left, the 
figure “5” and the word “CENTS” at 
the upper right and three maple 
leaves below. Four other Canadians 
won honourable mention and prizes 
of $250 each: Norman D. Storey, 
Toronto, Ont., with a Canada goose 
design; Charles F. Comfort, Toronto, 
Ont. (noted Canadian war artist who 
designed the obverse of the Canadian 
Volunteer Service Medal), a cluster 
of maple seed pods; Fritz Brandtner, 
Montreal, Que., head of grain design; 
and Steven Myer in collaboration with 
Sydney Massari, both of Montreal, 
Que., a nickel mine design. 


REGISTER OF OWNERS OF 
RARE CANADIAN COINS 

In the August, 1950, issue of the 
C.N.A. “BULLETIN,” the Canadian 
Numismatic Association published a 
register of owners of rare Canadian 
coins of the decimal series. The 
increased interest in Canadian coins 
during the past few years has brought 
to light the very interesting fact that 
some fairly recent dates are almost 
impossible to obtain. The Register 
gives the reason for the scarcity in 
each case, in so far as it is known, 
and lists the whereabouts of all known 
specimens. It is the intention of the 
C.N.A. to republish this list at a later 
date after additional information has 
been assembled. The rare coins 
included in the Register and the 
number of known specimens of each 
is as follows; Canada, 500, 1921 — 5; 
Canada, 50 silver, 1921 — 35; Canada, 
100, 1936 dot -2; Canada, 10, 1936 dot 
— 5; Newfoundland, 50, 1946C — 24.

REPORT FOR 1949 
The Annual Report of the Royal Ca- 
nadian Mint for the year 1949 is now 
available from The King’s Printer, 
Ottawa, Canada. The price is ^100 to 
residents in Canada and the United 
States and 150 to those in other coun- 
tries. The best way to send your 
remittance is by Money Order, pay- 
able to the Receiver-General of Can- 
ada. The report shows that all 
denominations of Canadian coins were 
struck in such large quantities in 1949 
that none are likely to become scarce. 
There were 631,500 silver dollars 
minted. The following sentence in the 
report, concerning this coin, will 
interest collectors — “It is anticipated 
that Newfoundland commemorative 
dollars will continue to be struck, 
dated 1949, as long as there is a 
demand for them.” fhere is a beau- 
tiful plate showing both the obverse 
and reverse of this coin and another 
plate showing the new Great Seal of 
Canada.

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More on the Gold Standard 

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

May I thank you for publishing the 
letters of Messrs. Allman and Pirtle 
in the September and November, 1950, 
issues of our magazine; which is in 
its best traditions. My appreciation 
also to the two members of the A.N.A. 
for the careful presentation of the 
opposing sides to this puzzling matter 
and their obvious desire to be helpful. 

Having experienced conditions from 
the turn of the century, breathed the 
same heady atmosphere of the free 
economy that existed before the first 
world war as a contemporary of 
Frank Vanderlip, who has been so 
aptly quoted, I sense an opportunity 
to make an observation or two. 

Of course Mr. Allman’s position, the 
warmly emotional approach of the 
free, human individual is entirely cor- 
rect; except for the fact that should 
we return to gold convertibility of 
the currency, all debtors including the 
government would be in jeopardy if 
not completely broke. This would 
bring on other consequences not 
pleasant to think about. 

On the other hand Mr. Pirtle has 
made it crystal clear why the nation- 
alization and semi-nationalization of 
gold and silver, I believe in 1933, was 
not only imperative but also probably 
overdue. I have never seen equaled 
his masterly explanation of the work- 
ings of managed credit money and 
use of gold in the maintenance of a 
stable currency. It is a brilliant even 
scintillating digest worthy of reprint- 
ing and circulation at the highest 
levels. But it is cold, completely me- 
chanical and it would seem to be from 
the mind of a seasoned banker. 

Always, man has turned to the dur- 
able materials of high intrinsic worth, 
for beauty and utility, as standards of 
value; the precious metals gold and 
silver have served best and have been 
most treasured. They are in the 
blood, in the soul of humanity. 

This psychological factor seems to 
have been completely ignored by the 
money managers; when the sanctity 
of contract was set aside, or ignored, 
no one may calculate what effect 
upon the free capitalistic system 
resulted. 

The importance of this subject 
transcends calculation; current legal 
tender credit money as the principal 
medium of distribution in this mass 
production age, may prove inadequate 
or unmanageable; by way of illustra- 


tion, no one knows to what extent 
the taxing power contributes to the 
value or buying power of the dollar; 
hence in these and other reasons lie 
the urgent need for re-examination 
of the circulating medium, by the 
people themselves in their own indi- 
vidual as well as the collective salva- 
tion. In the long run the majority 
will get the type money it rightly or 
mistakenly believes it wants or 
deserves. It had better be right. 

Too few there are who appreciate 
the vastness of the change from an 
economy of limited hand production 
to that of unlimited mechanical 
energy and techniques of today. No 
one may deny that a medium suitable 
to the first hardly could satisfy ade- 
quately, the second. 

In all humility I suggest that until 
solutions and techniques are devel- 
oped, the individual may and must 
seek substitutes to satisfy his indi- 
vidual taste and other requirements, 
including both an educational and 
savings purpose. 

Natural laws of compensation, sup- 
ply and demand and others are quoted 
again and again. They are indeed 
useful to the individual, but may not 
be depended upon in a semi-free econ- 
omy that is completely fiuid; when the 
future value of money is quite uncer- 
tain, so made deliberately, to meet 
ever changing circumstances and 
unexpected emergencies. 

When the laws were written, it was 
a wise provision that the arts and the 
science of numismatics were to be 
excepted from the nationalization of 
the precious metals. 

Therefore we may thank our stars 
that in the field of historic numis- 
matics, a whole new world opens up 
for the use and edification of the 
intellectually mature.

Famous Williams Collection Sold 

One of the largest and most com- 
plete collections privately owned has 
just changed hands. Charles M. Wil- 
liams, well-known insurance executive 
of Cincinnati, Ohio, has made an out- 
right sale of all his numismatic hold- 
ings including the famous Dexter 1804 
Silver Dollar and the Dunham 1822 
Half Eagle. 

Purchased jointly by Sol Kaplan of 
Cincinnati and the Numismatic Gal- 
lery of Beverly Hills, California, the 
collection represents a value in excess 
of one quarter of a million dollars. 
It is rich in Territorial Gold Coins, 
featuring two varieties of the Massa- 
chusetts and California $5.00 piece and 
two varieties of the Cincinnati Mining 
and Trading Co. An unlisted bar by 
Moffat & Co. for $14.25 is another 
prize. There are about 40 fifty dollar 
“slugs" of the various companies. 

A number of the rarities have 
already been sold, the 1804 dollar and 
1822 half eagle among them. Sale of 
the 1822 half eagle gives the Numis- 
matic Gallery the unique distinction 
of having participated in the sale of 
the only two available specimens. In 
1945 they sold the Brand coin for 
$14,000.00. The Dunham piece brought 
a considerably higher price. Mr. 
Williams purchased it in the Dunham 
sale in 1941 for $11,575.00 at which 
time he paid $4,250.00 for the Dexter 
Dollar.

According to a recent report it is 
the plan of the Philadelphia Mint to 
strike proof sets for the year 1951. 

During the first eleven months of 
1950, over 30,000 proof sets were sold 
and it is expected that the figure will 
reach 40,000 or more before all the 
orders are filled. 

Mr. Schulman Heads Committee of 
Coin Division’s March of Dimes 
Hans M. F. Schulman, 545 Fifth 
Ave., has accepted the chairmanship 
of the Coins Division of the 1951 
appeal of the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis in Greater New 
York, according to Harold V. Smith, 
General Campaign Chairman. 

As divisional chairman, Mr. Schul- 
man heads a committee organized to 


enlist the active support of all ele- 
ments of his field in the $4,000,000 
city-wide polio fund drive now’ under 
way. 

In accepting the chairmanship, Mr. 
Schulman stressed the “extremely 
vital” nature of the campaign, and 
urged “everyone in the coin business 
to back it to the fullest possible 
extent.” 

He pointed out that the National 
Foundation’s Greater New York Chap- 
ter has been “broke” since July after 
spending $800,000 caring for polio 
patients in the city’s five boroughs. 
“The total patient care bill for 1950,” 
Mr. Schulman said, “is now approach- 
ing $1,200,000 and the Chapter still 
owes about a half a million dollars 
of this which must be made up from 
money raised in the drive.”

MORE ABOUT THE CONFEDERATE HALF DOLLAR 

By WM. A. PHILPOTT, JR., A.N.A. 1978, Dallas, Texas 


Referring again to my article on the Confederate half dollar (Numis- 
matist, April, 1950, pages 189-193), it seems necessary to write a supple;ment, 
or sequel. In mid-April, 1861, four half dollars, all proofs, were struck at the 
New Orleans mint from the regular half dollar obverse die of that year, and 
a Confederate half dollar reverse die (from which 500 re-strikes were struck 
by Scott in 1879). Of the four original pieces, my April story reported that 
no definite traces of three remain — the one known specimen being in the 
collection of the American Numismatic Society, New York. 

Since writing the April article, I have seen and examined a second 
original (of whose existence I had known, but had forgotten about). Eric 
P. Newman, the well known collector of St. Louis, Mo., owns what is called 
the Newcomer-Green specimen. This coin weighs slightly over 190'% grains 
(standard weight, 192 grains) and shows some surface wear from having been 
carried as a pocket piece. The edge reeding (commonly called milling) is 
strong and perfect. The obverse is perfectly struck and does not have the 
flattened appearance of the re-strikes. The most convincing feature is the 
5% grains (even with surface wear) it has above the 185 grains of the 
re-strikes — being less than 2 grains below the standard weight of an uncircu- 
lated coin. 

The Newman coin is said to have been discovered by Thos. Elder, the 
New York dealer, around 1912. (I believe this coin came from New Orleans, 
but have no documentary proof.) It was purchased by Mr. Newcomer, the 
widely-known collector of Baltimore. Colonel Green bought the Newcomer 
collection of half dollars intact. The late B. G. Johnson of the St. Louis Coin 
and Stamp Company acquired the coin from the Green estate and sold it to 
Mr. Newman, the present owner. The fact that Messrs. Elder, Newcomer, 
Colonel Green, Johnson, and Newman pronounce the coin one of the originals 
is good enough for me. With me it is number 2 of the 4 originally issued. 
Where are the other 2? Quien sabe? 

After the appearance of the article last April, the author has received 
numerous letters giving clues to the whereabouts of original Confederate 
half dollars. If all clues lead to discovery, we would have some 25 originals. 
It is my opinion that these “reported” originals are merely the Scott re-strikes. 

However, one “clue” deserves a paragraph. This concerns the “original” 
which was owned by Jefferson Davis, and was stolen from his trunk at the 
time he was prisoner at Fortress Monroe. Mark Bream, an elderly collector 
of Cashtown, Pa., says he has this Jefferson Davis piece — that he inherited 
it from his father, who bought it from a soldier ~ the selfsame Union soldier 
who took it when he rifled the Davis belongings. In 1936, at a meeting of 
the Washington Numismatic Society (in Gettysburg, Pa.), Mr. Bream appeared 
with his coin and read a paper on it. It is understood that some members of the 
Washington Society examined the coin carefully, weighed it and found it up 
to standard. The author has this information by second-hand only. Letters 
to Mr. Bream remain unanswered, because he is elderly, little addicted to 
writing, and leery of “coin dealers,” several of whom have tried to buy 
the coin. Mr. Bream says the coin is not for sale — and the best information 
on its present whereabouts is that “he has given it to his sister, who lives in 
Ohio.” So, until this writer sees this coin and gives it a very careful examina- 
tion, he will class it as a Scott re-strike. 

An important question I raised in my April article was: where is the 
cancelled die of the Confederate half dollar? No light has been shed on this. 
I had hoped some reader would uncover the die — but not one letter men- 
tioned it. I am still looking. Is it in Richmond? Is it in New Orleans? To 
complete the records of this interesting coinage we must find the die, which 
was cancelled by Mr. Scott after he had used it to produce his 500 re-strikes, 
and his 500 white metal store cards.

THE STANDARD PAPER MONEY CATALOGUE. Compiled and published 
by Wayte Raymond, Inc., New York. 

Part 1, 1950 Edition, Colonial and Continental Currency. 48 pages, stiff 
paper cover. 8vo. Illustrated. 

This Catalogue, which is based on a similar listing published about ten 
years ago by Mr. Raymond, has been enlarged and adjusted to show the cur- 
rent valuations of the obtainable notes. Many new illustrations have been 
added, and of especial interest is a fine reproduction of the extremely rare 
indented note of the Colony of New York, issued in 1709. The price changes 
show, on the average, a considerable increase over the previous catalogue 
values. 

Part II, 1950 Edition. United States Notes and Fractional Currency. 46 
pages, stiff paper cover. 8vo. This much-needed revision will be welcomed 
by paper money collectors who have greatly increased in number during the 
last decade. This increase is reflected in the many price changes which, in 
some instances have been doubled and even tripled. As a specific example the 
$1 Legal Tender note of 1862 which formerly catalogued at $3.50 is now listed 
at $10. Many changes have been made in the arrangement of the notes and 
various specialized series have been added. 

Both of these useful catalogues can be obtained from most coin dealers 
throughout the country. 


LEO MILDENBERG, Overstruck coins of the Second Revolt of the Jews 
against Rome. In German. Separate of the Swiss Numismatic Review, Vol. 32, 
1947. 

LEO MILDENBERG, Numismatic proof concerning the dating of the Bar 
Kochba Revolt. Same source, Vol. 34, 1948/9. 

In these two essays. Dr. Mildenberg continues to give proof of his amaz- 
ing understanding of Jewish numismatics, already shown in his recently pub- 
lished larger contribution. The Eleazar Coins of the Bar Kochba Rebellion (In 
English, Hist. Judaica, N. Y., Vol. 11, April 1949). The first of the two separates 
deals with the Roman and Colonial coins used as basic supplies for the new 
coinage of the rebels, and Dr. Mildenberg is able to prove conclusively the 
correct dating of that rebellion to 132-135 A.D. in the second essay. 

A great many articles, both scientific, like Dr. Mildenberg’s, and lay, like 
some recently seen speculations, have been published on the fascinating subject 
of the Jewish rebel coinages. Since more than one lay article seems to have 
been done on nothing more solid than the spur of the moment, or based on 
about 1/lOth of the available source material, it is important to point up 
genuine contributions such as these, so that serious American students of this 
series will be able to make good use of Dr. Mildenberg’s findings.

Richard Horna, PAMETNI MINCE REPUBLIKY CESKOSLOVENSKE, 
(Commemorative Coins of the Czechoslovak Republic.) Czechoslovak Numis- 
matic Society, Praha, 1950. 8 pp. 

This expanded re-publication of an article in Numismaticke Listy, Vol. IV, 
No. 6, offers the first listing and numismatic description of all commemorative 
coins issued during the existence of the Czechoslovak Republic. In accordance 
with political history, two periods are distinguished: 1918-1938 and 1945-1949. 
Obviously, no coins could commemorate national historical events during the 
German occupation (1938-1945). 

Nine commemorative pieces are described and pictured: 

1) 10 K. (koruna) commemorating the 10th Anniversary of the Czecho- 
slovak Republic in 1928. 

2) 20 K. honoring Thomas G. Masaryk, the “President-Liberator,” upon 
his death in 1937. 

3) 50 K. in remembrance of the Slovak national uprising in 1947. 
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4) 100 K. in commemoration of the 600th Anniversary of the founding of 
Charles University in Prague, 1348-1948. 

5) 50 K. upon the 3rd Anniversary of the May Revolution, 1945-1948. 

6) 100 K. on the 30th Anniversary of the Czechoslovak Republic in 1948. 

7) 100 K. commemorating the 700th Anniversary of the issuance of the 
Jihlava Code of Miners’ Laws, 1949. 

8) 100 K. on the 70th birthday of J. V. Stalin, in 1949. 

9) 50 K. on the same occasion. 

The minute numismatic description of each piece is preceded by citations 
of the respective laws concerning the issues. All commemorative coins enu- 
merated were designed by Otakar Spaniel, the outstanding Czech medalist, 
whose artistic imagination and mastery conceived also the first Czechoslovak 
coins and a number of beautiful medals. The richly-illustrated pamphlet will 
be useful to collectors, even if they are not versed in the Czech language. — 
GUIDO KISCH. 

Johann Karl Lindau, DAS MEDAILLENKABINETT DES POSTMEISTERS 
JOHANN SCHORNDORFF ZU BASEL: SEINE GESCHICHTE BIS ZUR 
ERWERBUNG DURCH DAS HISTORISCHE MUSEUM BASEL. 
(Basler Beitrage zur Geschichtswissenschaft, Band 28.) Helbing und 
Lichtenhahn. Basel, 1947. 246 pp. 

Copies of this extremely interesting and instructive publication reached 
this country only recently. It offers in great minuteness the history of a pri- 
vate medal collection, extending over two hundred years and five generations 
of collectors. The collection was started by the postmaster of Basel, Switzer- 
land, Johann Schorndorff (1705-69), an intimate friend of the famous Swiss 
medallist, Johann Karl Hedlinger. The initiative came from the latter who 
used to send to his friend specimens of his medallic creations from Stockholm, 
where they had first met. At Schorndorff’s death the collection contained 
three hundred specimens to which his son Daniel (1750-1817), who inherited 
it, added two hundred pieces during his lifetime. He was particularly interested 
in completing the series of (about 180) Hedlinger medals and including the 
works of other Swiss medallists. The collection remained in the family also 
after his death. Jacob Burckhardt (1785-1858), father of the famous author of 
The Renaissance in Italy, brought the number of specimens to 750. After 
Burckhardt’s decease the collection was divided but still continued and en- 
larged. In 1911 the Burckhardt collection was bequeathed to the Coin and 
Medal Cabinet of the Historical Museum of Basel. In 1943, this institution 
also acquired the other part, the Bernoulli collection of about 3,000 pieces so 
that the collections were reunited and form now a magnificent section in the 
Basel Historical Museum. The author describes in great detail the different 
approaches of the various owners to their collections and to numismatics in 
general. 

They mirror the varying ideas of value and use of such collections in 
various periods. Collecting and appreciation of the historical and artistic 
value of medals was at home in Basel as early as the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries. In two fascinating chapters the author surveyed medal collecting 
as a means of education in history and the outstanding medal collectors of 
Basel (on the latter see especially Hans Reinhardt, Easier Munzsammler, 
Basel, 1946). His presentation is well documented. In appendices we find a 
very useful bibliography, a list of medallists of the various countries repre- 
sented in the collection, and a list of the individual medals arranged according 
to medallists. The book should become a stimulus for medal collecting, and 
its study should add a considerable number to the few — all too few — mem- 
bers of the American group of medal lovers. — GUIDO KISCH.

He pointed out that the 
coinage of this State was so prolific and 
so varied in types and varieties that it 
is almost impossible for any one collec- 
tor to assemble even a complete type 
set. Many of the issues known to have 
been struck are not available because 
no trace of them can be found. One of 
the most noted of these lost issues is 
the 16 Thaler coin of 1522. This was 
issued as a silver reserve which was 
redeemed by the State at face value. 
More than a ton of these coins was 
called in and destroyed after its purpose 
as a hoarding coin was served. Anyone 
who offered this coin in circulation was 
subject to the penalty of death by be- 
heading. ^ 

Mr. Mitchell described some of the 
most noted coins of this State, including 
the so-called “Wild Man Crown,” the 
“Light Thaler,” and the “Lie Crown,” 
issued by Henry Julius in 1522, and the 
Four Thaler piece of Augustus V on 
which is shown the coat of arms of 12 
different royal houses of the State. The 
speaker displayed a collection of numer- 
ous of the most interesting coins of this 
State. These coins attracted a great deal 
of interest from the audience, especially 
those of large size and unusual design. 

Following this splendid program and 
the usual serving of refreshments, a 
spirited auction was conducted for the 
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club by the guest speaker.
